Brother Geo. P. Webb read the following: 

REPORT ON BIBLICAL RECORDER. 

For S7 years the Biblical Recorder has been the Organ of 
North Carolina Baptists. During all this time it has given its 
influence to the promotion of every department of denominational 
work. Its columns are used freely by the servants of the de- 
nomination who have charge of our institutions and varied enter- 
prises. 

The paper is true to its name. It is Biblical in its teachings 
and records the acts of North Carolina Baptists from week to 
week. 

It stands for the winning of souls to our Christ, for enlighten- 
ment and edification of the soul and for the enlistment of our 
people for service in the various departments of denominational 
and world-wide Christian work. It stands for the truth as Bap- 
tists hold and interpret it and is always ready to go to the defense 
our great principles when necessity demands it. 

But the Recorder is more than a denominational Organ. It is 
a family paper as well. Its columns carry wholesome matter into 
the family circle. It takes note of 'current evenis and publishes 
a digest ol th© most important things that occur during the week. 
News letters from the churches are a very important and helpful 
feature of the, paper and' the News Note page gives in pithy para- 
graphs the doings of our great Baptist family. The last page in 
the Recorder is for the home and we believe great care is taken 
by the editor in selecting matter for this page. 

Tile Recorder is owned by a Joint Sto'ck Company, which was 
organized at the request of the Convention about 20 years ago 
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to own and publish the paper. But w hile it is under private 
ownership, a Committee of Seven, appointed by the Convention, 
act with the Seven Directors when the election of an editor is 
necessary. This puts the selection of an editor practically in the 
hands of the Convention. 

While it is very deeply regretted that it became necessary for 
the Birettors to raise the price of the paper on August 1st, to 
$2.50 for the reason that it was not making expenses; yet we be- 
lieve that as soon as conditions warrant them that the directors 
will go back to the old price of $2.00. 

The Recorder management has made a proposition to the 
Churches which will make it possible for them to keep the price 
at $2.00 per year. 

If a Church will put the Recorder in three-fourths of the resi- 
dent families and send the name of the one in ea'ch family to 
whom the paper is to be sent, together with a check to cover 
the amount of subscription, the paper will be sent to each indi- 
vidual as at present for $2.00 a year. 

If a Church hinds it more convenient to pay in Monthly or 
Quarterly installments, the management will accept that method 
of payment. 

Some Churches are putting the Recorder in the Budget. By this 
plan a collection is taken for the Recorder fund just as is done for 
State Missions or any other object, and the paper is sent to the 
ones whose names are forwarded. If a Church shall adopt the 
Budget plan and see that the Recorder goes into per cent of the 
homes the subscription price will be $2.00.

Believing that the work which the Biblical Recorder has been 
and is doing is far reaching in its effects upon our demoninational 
life and prosperity, we, your Committee, recommend and urge 
that the pastors and leading members in the several Church of 
the Association make a stronger effort than ever before to place 
the Recorder in every home of the Association.

Brother J. N. Barnett read the following: 

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 

There was never a time when we needed to emphasize the 

work of every religious agency so much as now. Our Sunday 

School work has such large possibilities in winning the lost to 

tiinst and training the saved for efficient service that we cannot 
a fiord to treat it lightly. 
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Southern Baptists have undertaken a great Sunday School pio- 
gram. As one of the (features of the 75 Million Campaign, our 
Sunday School Board, with the Campaign workers, have outlined 
for us a great challenging task, therefore, we, in our Association, 
commit ourselves to the following policies for next year and the 
years following: 

1 Enlargement. There are at least 500,000 people in North 
Carolina nnreached by any Sunday School, for whom white Baptists 
are responsible, if we do only our proportionate part of reaching 
the unreached. We commend the religious census as the best 
way of performing this task effectively. 

2. Adequate Organization and Equipment are necessary i'f we 
are gong to properly take care of these people and those alreadv 
enrolled. This means that our workers must learn how to group, 
or grade, our pupils into the right kind of classes and depart- 
ments. Then again, we must not forget the physical equipment 
that will at least meet minimum educational standards. We must 
provide class rooms, suitable seats, maps, blackboard, etc. 

3. Teaching Training is a basal necessity in such an houi 
as this. Our Sunday School Board is urging our people to so 
press this work that by 1924 we shall have 150,000 people holding 
the Normal Diploma. This means a great forward movement in 
OU r work. We urge the hearties co-operation on the part of our 

pastors, officers and teachers. 

4. Organized Classes are the most effective organizations for 
reaching, training and using the men and women of our Churches 
and congregations. No other plan has succeeded so well as this. 
Our Board is urging the registration in its “Organized Class De- 
partment” of at least 35,000 classes. This would mean a co-op- 
erative effort of over a million men and women in our Sunday 
Schools. We recommend the Organized Class Magazine as the 
best periodical available for the officers of these classes. 

5. Evangelism should be the main objective in the work, of 
every Sunday School. Every year in our Baptist 'constituency at 
least 20,000 children reach the year of accountability. This does 
not include thousands and tens of thousands of larger boys and 
girls and men and women who are not saved and yet who must be 
reached by us if they are ever reached for the Kingdom. We 
commend a study of the book, “Winning to Christ,” by all of our 
Sunday School workers. 

6. Co-operation with the Sunday School Department of the 
State Mission Board is our duty. This Department stands ready

at all times to send helpful tracts on practically every phase of 
Sunday School work. These are absolutely free and can be se- 
cured from Secretary E. L. Middleton, Raleigh, N. C. He will also 
aid in every possible way in providing Training Schools and In- 
stitutes for groups of Churches in cities, towns or country. He 

urges inquiry from every one who has an unsolved Sunday School 
problem.

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION. 


As generally understood, Christian Education means the Scholas- 
tic training provided for and conducted directly by the various 
branches of the Christian Church. 

We believe that this idea is not broad enough in its scope nor 
inclusive enough in its meaning. Our conception of Christian 
education should be so inclusive as to embrace, as a unit, the edu- 
cational works of the home, the Church, and the school. 

T he individuals of a home will not rise far above their con- 
stant associates and the opportunity of the Church is often limited 
by community conditions. We should, therefore, view Christian 
education in its relation to the masses of the people. For upon 
the right education of the people depends the life of our Democratic 

nation, and upon the life of the nation depends the progress of the 
Church. 

The masses must be educated by the State but the character 

' of thls state education can, and must, be dominated bv Christian 
influences. c 


Christian schools must continue to furnish a majority of the 
leaders of the Church and State. Since they are to do so. and 
since they-are vitally connected with the Christian home, and the 
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works of the Church your committee would recommend that our 
people 'Cease to think of Christian schools as separate from the 
Chucrh, but 'that we think of them as missions. 

The unvarying history of Christian s chools seems to be that 
they are endowed .or they die. We would therefore recommend 
that the associations take steps at the earliest practical date to 
systematically endow their school.

J. H. Quinn read the Annual Report of the Trustees of 
the Boaling Springs High School. 

ANNUAL REPORT, BOARD OF TRUSTEES, BOILING SPRINGS 

HIGH SCHOOL. 

To the Kings Mountain and Sandy Run Baptist Association: 

Concurrent with the filing of this instrument, your Board of 
Trustees cf the Boiling Springs High School will read a full de- 
tailed report of said school of which this is only a synopsis. This 
form is -used here to economize space in minutes. 

On May 12th last closed the most successful year in the his- 
tory of the school. The total enrollment was 366, this being 51 in 
excess of previous year. Could easily have had from 100 to 150 
more with adequate accommodations. 

There were 24 in graduating class, 11 beys and 13 girls. Total 
number of graduates since beginning of school, 181. Unfortunately 
too few take the full four-year course. 

The expenses of operating school for last year were as fol- 
lows: lows: Salaries of teachers, $7, 107.05; boarding department, 
$16,399.64; incidental expenses, $7,184.46; and equipment and per- 
manent improvements, $2,612.96, making a grand total of $33,304.07. 

Teh total receipts for the year were $31,533.59. Theer is yet due 
a balance of $2,336.49, all of which is thought to be collectible. If 
all is collected there will be a surplus of $566.01, which added to 
the surplus jof $76.46 of the previous year, will make a tota of 
$642.27, to appy to permanent improvements. The average price 
of board for the year was $11.00 per month. 

The present term openel August 10th with an unusually large 
attendance the first day. All rooms for girls were assigned before 
en dof first week. The housing of additional teachers and the 
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closing of s,ome private 'homes to roomers., have decreased our 
accommodations for students. Hope to overcome this, to some 
extent by the beginnong of another year. If we have many more 
students now neither the class rooms nor the dining room would 
be adequate. If we had more teachers we would not have class 

rooms for them. 

The enrollment to date is as follows: Intermediate depart- 
ment, 47; Freshman department, 91; Sophomore, 62; Junior, 46; 
and Senior, 33, making a total of 2SS to date. Of this number 152 
are girls and 136 boys. There are 219 boarding students. Students 
from North Carolina, South Carolina, Virginia, Georgia, and Mis- 
sissippi; sixteen counties in North Carolina and *six in South Caro- 
lina are represented. There are 275 church members in the stu- 
dent body, representing four Protestant denominations. Baptist 
largely predominating. By counties 171 are from Cleveland, Ruth- 
erford, 49, and Gaston 12. By Associations the are, 129 from Kings 
Mountain, 50 from Sandy Run and 8 from Gaston. 

Special departments: Bible, 118; music, 117; art, 30; household 
arts, 41; and expression, 22. All auxiliaries of the school are 
doing god work, especially the B. Y. P. U. There are 10 worthy 
ministeiral students. 

Special attention is called to the summary of the Bursar’s 
annual reports for five years in the full report. 

Miss Etta Curtis, the efficient Lady Principal, is now book- 
keeper and handles all collections for the school. 

To conform with the schedules prepared by the State Baptist 
Educational Board for the secondary schools and t meet the in 
creased pay of teachers and other expenses, an increase has been 
made in tuition rates. For obvious reasons, all expenses this 
year are made payable puarterly in advance. AVe believe parents 
will find this method highly 'satisfactory. Its value has already 
been demonstrated. 

Tn addition to the $40,000 set apart by the churches for the 
Memorial Building, the State Educational Board has apportioned 
to our school from the 75 Million Campaign, a total sum of $16,500, 
f o be applied as follows: $6,000 to purchase Boys’ Dormitory. 
Moore Cottage, and steam heating plants; $500 to buy a chemical 
laboratory; and $2,000 a year for five years to meet current ex- 
penses. 

Only two changes from and one addition to the faculty of last 
vear. Miss Lela Morris succeeded Miss Della Stanley, resigned, 
•md Mrs. Irma Wallace succeeded Mrs. B. C. McCraw. resigned. 
T> rof. H. D. Powers, a Wake Forest graduate, is a new member. 
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Work on the Memorial Building is now under way and is being 
pressed rapidly. Hope to get brick work 'completed and under 
cover before the severe weather of winter. Contracts for labor 
and material have been placed to the amount of subscriptions in 
'sight. Owing to the remarkable increase in price of labor and 
material since planning for this building, it will reguire approxi- 
mately $20,000 additional to 'complete the -building. Your Board 
promised you to create no debts -on this building beyond money in 
sight. This promise it will faithfully carry />ut unless otherwise 
advised by the Associations at the present sessions. Some imme- 
diate action should be taken. Uncompleted t,he building will be 
of no value. 

Terms of Trustees expire this year as follows: Kings Moun 
tain: W. W. Washburn, J. D. Putnam (dead), Rev. J. W. Suttle, 
E. C. Borders, and Rev. W. R. Beach. Successors to M. A. Stroup 
(term ends 1921) and N. B. Kendrick (term ends 1922) must be 
elected on account of the granting of letter to Cherryville Church 
to join Gaston Association. Sandy Run Association: T. M. Hol- 
land, M. M. Green, P. R. Green, A. I. Jolly and G. S. Hawkins. 

The opportunities of -the student body for Christian training 
and activities will be greatly enhanced by the erection by -the local 
church of a beautiful, commodious and well-planned house cf wor- 
ship. It will be a credit to the community, a blessing to the 
school and an honor to the Master.

REPORT CHURCH FINANCE. 

A review of the financial statement of the Churches of this 
Association as given in the digest of the last three years shows 
that all but two, or possibly three Church have increased the 
salary of the pastor. Some have increased very little while 
others have doubled and more. This is a fine indication, and a 
matter which should be carefully studied. In this mattei of pas- 
tor’s salary there has been a steady increase of about $2,000 per 
year. In the matter of benevolence there has also been an increase 
up to this year. In 1917 the Churches reported $26,633.72. In 
191S they reported $35,301.39. And last year $74,544.46. But this 
year only $72,259.45. The reason for this decrease is possibly in 
the fact that some Churches reported all pledged to the Million 
Dollar Fund paid last year. 

The Financial Statements of the Churches are good; but there 
is yet room for improvement. The study of the book entitled 
“Modern Church Finance” whrcli was made in the last series of 
Mobile Schools gives as essentials of success in Church finance the 
following things: 
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1. The Church must be worthy of liberal support.' It must be 
a real brotherhood of God’s children. 

2. The members must have a real share in the management of 
the Church. 

3. An efficient pastor who gives faithfully his time and thought 
to the Church. 

i 

4. Faithful and competent financial officers. 

5. A complete budget for all objects both of current expenses 
and benevolence adopted by the Church. 

6. An every member canvass to secure written pledges from 
every member. 

If these things were •carried out in every Church in our Asso- 
ciation during the next year, the problems of Church finance would 
be largely solved. Therefore we recommend a careful study of 
this important matter to every pastor, and every layman, and in 
fact to all the members of the Churches in order that we may 
bring forth more fruit to glory of our Father in Heaven.

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 

The State Board of Missions of the Baptists of North Carolina, 
is located at Raleigh, and is composed of fifteen members ap- 
pointed by the Baptist State Conventoin and sixty-five members 
appointed by the Associations in the Convention. Dr. Walter N. 
Johnson is corresponding Secretary ^yiith head quarters in the 
Biblical Recorder Building, Raleigh, N. C. Bro. Johnson has an- 
nounced his purpose to retire from office after this year. He has 
served the denomination well and his work will abide though he 
enters other fields. 

0 

The work of the Board has grown until now seven departments 
or phases of operation is fostered. Evangelism is first and funda- 
mental. The winning of lost men to Christ and Baptizing them, is 
the most important of all endeavors in the Master’s service. Sup- 
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plying the weak and destitute places with preaching by compe- 
tent men, has done and will do more to make our Baptist Zion 
prosper than most any other effort we are putting forth. Following 
close upon Evangelism, is Church Building. The Board has done 
some very helpful work with very limited means in this line, and 
with the outlook for more funds we may expect greater things. 
The Mobile Schools has come to occupy an important place in 
State Mission work. For practical results no work has given 
laiger returns 'than this department originated under Dr. Johnson. 
Our pastors and Church officers should encourage our Church of- 
ficers and prospective workers to attend these Schools. The 
B. Y. P. U. has made wonderful progress in the last few years. 
Under the direction of Rev. J. D. Moore, many new Unions have 
been organized and those previously organized made stronger. 
Every Church needs its Training School. The Sunday School de- 
partment under Bro. E. L. Middjeton has made wonderful success 
and has become a great asset in our Bible teaching work in the 
State. Rev. J. H. Couch has been associated with Bro. Middleton 
this year also Mrs. Yates Hillard for three months doing some spe- 
cial work. The Department of Colportege has been doing real 
service in distributing Baptist Literature and other good books 
which our people very much need to read. Work among the Ne- 
groes has been retaken up and fraternal relation established which 
will result in good to both races. Dr. Pegues, of Shaw University, 
has been secured for this work. The Board also co-operates with 
the W. M. U., which is proving stimulating to the work of both 
the Board and the Union. 

Since State Missions is fundamental, there must be a base of 
supply, let us rally to its support and put the funds in the hands 
of the Board and the Secretary to be elected, to press this work 
as far as the Master would have us do.

REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 

The foundations of Ameri’ca are fundamentally religious, and 
the only spirit which may be trusted adequately to safeguard them 
is that of Christian patriotism. 

Following the World War and in the midst of Reconstruction 
pioblems, thousands of our people have made a new dedication 
of themselves to this Christian Americanism, and in no section 
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more than in the South, where 'the largest proportion of native 
Americans reside. They purpose to safeguard American liberties 
by safeguarding that faith which alone made those liberties pos- 
sible, and to keep lighted in America a bea’c'on of liberty which 
shall shine out across the seas to ■ cheer and bless peoples who 
grope in darkness. 

Christian Americanism is the work of Home 'Missions, which 
by bringing men to Christ, creates that righteousness that exalteth 
a nation. Our Baptist Home Mission Board is the outstanding 
agency of Southern Baptists for making America Christian. It 
has a great record of successful service, but is now entering on a 
time of even larger opportunity and’ need. 

In 1919 the Missionaries of our Board baptized one convert for 
every three received into our Churches. Regularly they baptize 
from twenty to twenty-five per cent as many converts as the entire 
number who enter our Church. For fifteen years its Evangelists 
have averaged 450 baptisms per year per worker, a record far 
out-stripping that of any other agency. Its system of 
Mountain Schools is larger than any other and is the acknowl- 
edged standard in adaptability. Its Enlistment work is rapidly 
brining a more adequate standard of spiritual instruction and ef- 
fectiveness in hundreds of Churches. Its Church Extension work 
has grown from infancy to lusty strength in a period of only a 
few years. 

Recently the Board has also far surpassed its own fine record 
Within the lasts even years of its history of seventy-five years it£ 
missionaries have baptized 94.5 per cent as many converts as were 
baptized in the first sixty-eight years. 

In soul-winning and nation-serving; in teaching the truth of 
Christ and conserving it; in building Christians up and maturing 
for the State the type of character that makes our Republic- 
great, ancl in the end must save it from disintegration, our Board 
lias been wonderfully used of God. 

Every loyal Baptist will rejoice in the admirable efforts of our 
Board to meet the crucial needs of these days by enlarging its 
work. At its Annual Meeting in Atlanta in June, after long and 
painstaking efforts to reduce 'the appropriations as far as possible, 
the brethren of the Board found that $2,900,000 was necessary for 
the work of the present year. Even with this appropriation, it had 
to decline many worthy appeals to enter wide open doors. 

We commend our Board for its faith and vision in grappling 
the stupendous tasks that now confront us and in believing that 
our people will respond to such leadership. We recommend that 
constant prayers be made for the Board, for its missionaries and 
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for its work, and that we give it large and sustained support 
through our gifts to the 75 Million Campaign. 

We commend to our people the admirable Mission Study Books 
of the Board, through which a true view is presented of the large 
problems we confront, and recommend that pastors, superintend- 
ents, mission society leaders and others write often for the large 
and splendid assortment of free tracts about its work and the 
needs, which our Board gladly furnishes on request.

Brother J. M. Kester read the following: 

REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 

The statistics of the Foreign Mission Board, published May, 1920, 
show we have 542 Churches in foreign lands, one^fourth of which 
are self-supporting, more than half of which worship in houses 
owned 'by the Board or by these Churches. 

0,834 were baptized during 1919, the largest number ever re- 
ported in a single year. The total membership has now reached 
57,438, about three-fourths as many as there are Baptists in Ar- 
kansas or Oklahoma. 

These native Churches contributed last year $242,460, which 
represents a gift of $4.22' per member. This is a good showing, 
when compared with the per capita gifts by Southern Baptists. 
The report of May, 1919, shows Southern Baptists gave $6.19 per 
member. 

The Sunday Schools now number 836, with an enrollment of 
47,672 scholars. Comparing the number of Sunday School scholars 
with the total membership, we have 83% enrolled in Sunday 
Schools abroad, and 70% enrolled in Sunday Schools in our South- 
ern Baptist Convention territory. 

The school work has grown wonderfully. Last year the Board 
had 554 schools of all grades, from kindergarten to Theological 
Seminary, into which were gathered 18,514 students. These schools 
serve especially two great ends: — They offer a fertile field for 
diiect evangelistic effort and a training ground for the development 
of leaders. In these schools «a very large per cent of our conveits 
are made and, of course, from them must come the leaders. It is 
encouraging to note that in our ten Theological Training Schools 
there were enrolled 345 students. 

We can hardly realize the sweep and importance of the medical 
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work. We are astonished to know that our fourteen medical 
missionaries could give 205,098 treatments, but they did, and 
preached the Gospel to many a patient under favorable conditions 
and sent the message into many a home which might have re- 
mained closed but for the effective work of the medical missionary. 

The foreign missionary forse rose to 341 during the year. This 
was not a great gain in foreign missionaries, but there was a gain 
of 208 in the number of native missionaries, who now number 979. 

The 75 Million Campaign has brought a new day to the work 
of our great Board. It has helped the Board profoundly among 
the Churches abroad. Our foreign Churches were so greatly in- 
spired by the Campaign at home that similar campaigns were 
organized' in all our fields and more than a million dollars were 
pledged in these foreign lands. This is most significant for the 
future development of the 'churches. 

The blessed encouragement that the success of our Campaign 
has brought to our foreign missionaries who represent us at the 
front should give great satisfaction to all who had a worthy share 
in the Campaign at home. It should make us resolve to meet our 
pledges fully that these dear workers in the far lands may be 
strengthened in their glorious tasks. Let every Church and indi- 
vidual adopt careful plans for the collection of all pledges and 
more, that there may be no lack. 

Certainly the day of great conquest is upon us. The Providence 
of God has permitted our generation to live in a time when the 
world is wide open to the Gospel. This is the favored day for 
proclaiming His Grace among all nations, tribes and people. The 
success that has crowned our efforts should provoke us to mightier 
deeds.

In the absence of Brother Jno. F. Schenck, who pre- 
pared the report, the Clerk read the following-; 

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 

It is generally conceded now-a-days that the duty of the Church 
extends further than simply preaching and teaching religion. It 
should accomplish certain 'things in a practical way. Things 
that afford, to the needy, human comforts and development. 

No more magnificent example of practical religion has ever 
been exhibited than the establishment and maintence of the Church 
Orphanage. 

The Baptists of this State have every reason to be gratified 
and thankful for the institution which they have built, in which 
over fivt hundred orphan children are being cared for and trained 
physically, mentally and morally, in the very best manner possi- 
ble. To the credit o fthose in charge, it is known that the Or- 
phanage lias for years been well and efficiently conducted — 'being 
managed by men of high ability and integrity. To the credit of 
the friends and supporters of the institution, the record shows that, 
although, on account of higher prices of all commodities, the cost 
of caring for each child during the last fiscal year was about 17% 
higher than it was in the preceding year, the current contributions 
during the last fiscal year were over 60% larger than those of 
preceding year. 

If every object of the Church engaged the attention of the 
Chuich membership and of the public, in general, as does the 
Orphanage, the growth of the Chur'ch and its work would be phe- 

nohenal. Nothing can appea more strongly to human, and espe- 

/ 
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cially Christian sympathy, than the quivering and plaintiff cry 
of a helpless and motherless child. It is therefore, not necessary 
to exhort and plead for Orphanage upport. So long as our Orphan- 
age continues to operate under its usual wholesome conditions, 
and excellent management it will steadily grow in strength and 
usefulness. And, in order to receive larger aid to extend the work, 
it will only be necessary to ’convince the Church membership, 
and the public ingeneral, of the need and practicability of the 
proposed extension. The linking up of contributions to the Orphan- 
age, with observance of Thanksgiving Day is strikingly appropriate. 
There is no way that is better (and perhaps no w T ay at all) to 
sincerely express, and to genuinely feel, profound gratitude for 
prosperity and blessings than to pass some of it on to those 
les fortunate. The idea of cntributing to the Orphanage on Thanks- 
giving Day, the equivalent of one day's work, although compara- 
tively new, and not as yet fully observed, is logical and proper, 
and should be pressed until the performance of that act by the 
Church membership will become to each an enjoyable HABIT in- 
stead of an irksome DUTY. 

I now venture to make a suggestion which may not meet with 
general approval, but which appeals to me as correct and at least 
worthy of consideration. It eem to me that instead of requesting 
each person to refrain from work on Tanksgiving Day, and to 
contribute an equivalent of one day’s work, it would be better to 
request that ea’ch work on that day, contributing the proceeds to 
the Orphanage. This iplan was practiced last year at small in- 
dustrial plant, with which I am connected. Those employees who 
were willing that their wages should go to their chosen orphan- 
age, or ther object of charity to be specified by them, were invited 
to work one-half of Thanksgiving Day. None were permitted to 
work except under that condition. The corporation for which 
the employees worked duplicated the contributions of the em- 
ployees. As a consequence, a nice contribution was sent in to 
several Church orphanages, from that one-half day’s work. The 
experiment was encouraging and I commend the plan to other 
industrial corporations, and individuals. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that every member of the Baptist 
Church owes it to himself or herself to visit the Church Orphanage 
at least once and enjoy the inspirational feeling which the visit 
will bring.

To the Kings Mountain Baptist Association: 

Your Committee finds that the work of Ministerial Releif is 
now clone by the Board of Relief and Annuities of the Southern 
Baptist Convention, X>r. Will. Lunsford, Dallas, Texas, Correspond- 
ing Secretary, to whom all applications for aid should be forwarded, 
-which Board shall make report annually to the Baptist Ministers' 
Relief Board of our 'State Convention showing how its affairs are 
;being administered, together with a report of all the beneficiaries 
of North 'Carolina and the amounts received by each, and on 
January 1, 120, the Ministers’ Relief Board turned over to this 
Board all funds in its hands. 

From the report of our Ministerial Relief Board it appears 
that there were 42 beneficiaries during the year 1019 who received 
an average of $117.40. It further appears that more than $1,000 
annually was set aside from the Ministerial Relief Fund and in- 
vested in the Permanent Investment Fund, which totaled $27,034.47 

Your Committee urges more effective measures be taken to 
care for the families of deceased of disabled ministers, and for 
the disabled ministers themselves.

REPORT ON WOMAN’S WORK. 

A little more than 30 years ago the Baptist women of North 
Carolina organized for the purpose of helping in a systematic way 
for the advancement of God’s Kingdom on earth. The achievements 
along all lines of work amply justify every effort they have made. 

The training of the young members of our Churches in the 
junior societies as well as the training of the women themselves 
and the Missionary information gained has given greater zeal for 
all our members in all departments of our work. 

In the 75 Million Campaign the women agreed to raise one- 
fifth of the amount and in many cases raised almost one-half of the 
sum pledged’ by the entire Church. 

The Associational Union held at Waco only a short time ago 
gives the following facts: Number of W. M. S. in the Association 
reporting 22 and the number of Junior societies reporting 9, and 
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the total amount of money raised by these unions for all objects 
$6, 505. OS. Mrs. John Wacaster, of Waco, was elected Associational 
Superintendent; Mrs. G. E, Lovell, of Kings Mountain, Secretary, 
and Mrs. Martin Roberts, Shelby, Treasurer. 

It is to be hoped that the women in the 15 Churches reporting 
no societsies will speedily organize and that the pastors of these 
Churches will in everey way encourage them in so doing.

REPORT ON B. Y. P. U. 

The Baptist Young People's Union was organized in Chicago 
thirty years ago. The South, being more conservative, waited for 
a brief while but in November, 1896, a similar Union was organized 
in Atlanta. 

The Baptists of our own State have realized something of the 
value of such an organization and are already aiding in its de- 
velopment. The 'State Mission Board of North Carolina has a 
B. Y. P. U. department and a secretary, Bro. J. D. Moore, who gives 
entire time to this work. During the B. Y. P. U. Convention, which 
met last June in the city of Durham more than three hundred 
and fifty delegates and visitors were enrolled. 

In the Kings Mountain Association the following Churches 
have Unions: Boiling 'Springs, Grover, Kings Mountain, Mount 
Sinia, New Hope, Shelby, First Church, Shelby Second and Waco. 
The total membership of these Unions is 335. The total contribu- 
tion made by them last year was $350. 

The B. Y. P. U. is of the Church, within the Church and for 
the Church. The quarterly being used takes up each month 
topics Devotional, Doctrinal, Biblical, and Missionary.
